Remaining In Columbus less 
than 80 days, from Columbus be was 
sent to Ft Sam Houston, San Antonio, 
Texas. Soon after Arriving there, he 
with thirteen other boys, was strick- 
en with spinal meniiigi'lis. Kit;lit of 
the fourteen died, I'aul being one of 
the lucky six that lived. Three of the 
six got entirely well and again Paul 
was ode of the luoky three. 

In May he was sent to Hot Springs, 
Arkansas, to regain his health and 
strength. He stayed at Hot Springs 
until October. Then he returned to 
San Antonio and later In the fall he 
was sent to Port Arthur, Texas, where 
he la in training as well as helping 
guard acme government property. 

When Paul enlisted his Intention 
was to be an aviator but his long and 
severe sick spell afeoted his nerves 
and be Is now enlisted in Company F. 
llith Infantry.

The Treaty of Purls in I'fill closing 
the war, put an end to practically all 
the troubles with the Indians In this 
part of the country. The Indians had 

sympathized with the French rather 
than with the English while the lands 
adjacent to the Ohio were under dis- 
pute, and their atmeiiles upon Eng- 
lish settlers were terrilile. but. after 
the success of the British, the savages 
were oompelled to do all their barter- 
ing with them and better conditions 
iminedlntely prevailed. 

Kiiiluraiits I'riiin Kimland ami Ire- 
land lliieked ill and the country was 
rapidly tal<eii up. 

During the summer after the winter 
spent on Cabin Creek by Simon Ken- 
ton and bis beaver trapping party 
(1773) a party of surveyors, sent by 
I'alrick Henry, then Covertier of Vir- 
^;iiila. eiieaniped in Keiilui ky. just op- 
posile the Three Islands (nn" called 
Manchester Islands). Several other 
surveying parties came the same year, 
down the river as fftr aa Cabin Creek 
before landing. Among them were 
Oen. William Thompson of IVtincyl- 
vania. who went with his party two 
miles up Caliiii ("reek llience aloni; llie 
I'pper War Itoad to Mill Creek, where 
he made a survey. 

John Finely also passed this way 
the same aummer, going out to Vpper 
Blue Lick. 

In 1775 .Tames Oilmore and his com- 
pany passed aloni; the same vonil and 
Col. Calamore or Calloway laiideil at 
Cabin Creek and took his party out to 
Lulbegroud Creek In Clark county, 
where they raised com the same year 

Simon Kenton whose companion. 
George Ycager, had been shot by In- 
dians the year before, came in the 
spring of 1775 again to Cabin Creek 
with Thomas Williams Veafier had 
spent several years of his life, a cap- 
tive among the Indians he had describ- 
ed to Kenton in glowing terms "n 
beautiful caneland" seen while travel- 
ing about with them. He said tlie In- 
dians had called It Kaln-tuck-ee and 
he declared tliat there lie saw ricli 
level fields covered with a wdiiderfiil 
growth of cane, and with grass almost 
walit high. He said all kinds of game 
abounded and the most entrancing 
scenery gladdened the eye. His vivid 
description of this Vtopla fired Ken- 
ton's Ima^inatiiiii and he walked and 
searched many a mile aleii^; the river 
trying to find it. He and Williams 
reached Cabin Creek late in one after- 
noon early in May, they hurried on up 
the creek about two miles to a favorite 
camping place of both Indian and 
white travelers in early dayu 

This was at a large spriiii; which 
gushed out below the roots of a tre- 
mendous buck eye tree, by the side of 
the road. This tree waa fully is 
Inchea in diameter and bore upon its 
trunk one of those peculiar marks or 
"blazes" by which the Indiana indi- 
cated their war roads. 

Ki nion was much interested in 
these marks and In later years he 
described their use and appearance In 
depoaitiona before the courts. 

This time he earved his own name 
above the Indian "blaze" and then he 
and Wlfliams proceeded to prepare for 

the night They slept in the hollow 
trunk of one of the seven sycamore 
trees whieh marked the cainn. The 
next morning leaving Williams at the 
camp Kenton took tip his search, de- 
ciding howeror to travel a little far- 
ther back from the river than ever,

Ills grandfather llczckial Jenkins, 
who owned the land about the spring 
had leased the tract of timber to a 
certain sawyer, who desired to set his 
steam saw mill where he could use 
the waters of the spring to supply his 
engine. 

It seems there was no dcllniie un- 
derstanding as to reserving the fine 
old trees of the camp and Capt. Jen- 
kins wrath was greatly aroused when, 
one day he discovered several of the 
olil sentiments laid uikiii He ..inl i > 
be sawed Into lumber. UeiiKin. lranei 
proving unavailing he hastened to the 
nearest store and purchased several 
pounds of large 20-penny nails. Re- 
turning ho drove them, everyone. Inin 
the trunk of the tree on every side 
Of course no wnoilmaii would iinw 
dare risk his ax in chopiiiiig into 'i 
and the grand old tree was saved. 

The nallhcads arc now obliterated 
by the new growth of bark but the 
tree bears In its heart the nails placed 
there by Its loving master. 

I-\te that summer (177.''i) Col. Uuli- 
ert I'atlersiiu. one of tlie f(iuiider.-> of 
three eilies: I.i xinmoii. I\v . I'iiKia- 
natl, and Dayton, Ohio, came with a 
party into Kentucky at the mouth of 
Salt Lick Creek, went up that stream 
to Its source, thence down and across 
Cabin Creek, fiillowing the same war 
road out to Maysliek. there taking the 
Hiiffalo trail to Uiwer Illue Licks and 
on to l.ee8town. Col. Patterson, then 
but 82 years old, had with him nine 
homes and fourteen cattle, the first 
domestic animals permanently Intro- 
duced into northern Kentucky. The 
next year Col. Ceorge Rogers Clarke 
persuaded the Couneil of Virgini:i U< 
order 600 pounds of gunpowder for 
the relief of the settlers In Kentucky 
who were still menaced by marauding 
Indians. 

Having seeiireil the imnder at Pitts- 
burg he arrived Heeeinher. 177(i. at the 
Three Islands (now Maiuhester, O.) 
He also had a considerable quantity 
of lead for bnlleU. 

The party concealed their valuable 
supplies on the lower Island and pro- 
ceeded III MeClrlland's Station 
(Ceiirgeliiwn) liir assislanee in eon- 
v(?>iim i( lliroiigli. .N'ol liniliii'j llierr 
sufflclcnt help lo Justify tlie attenipl., 
Clark, pitoted by Simon Kenton went 
on to Harrodshnrg for help. While 
they were gone a man named Jones 
persuaded ten men to accompany him 
on an attempt to get the supplies. 
They were attacked on the way hy the 
Indian Chief "Pluggey". Jones and 
another were UIM the oth«rs nan- 
asad to caei^a. 

Clarke aad his party ineiadlng Col. 
.lames Himd were more Meeseahil. 
They came by way of Cabin Creek. Op- 
on the advice of Kenton they did not 
return this way but dropped down the 
river a few miles bi lew Limestone 
(MayavUle) before landing and suc- 



his famous raid upon Boonesboro in 
1778 came with his savages across the 
Ohio at the mouth of Cabin Creek, 

from whence they followed their an- 
cient war road through Williamsburg 
(Orangeliurg I to a point beyond I'p- 
per liluo Licks, thence to the stock- 
aded post at Boonesboro. 

In 1780 Daniel Boone, hia son Isreal 
and a party of 60 men nmtar command 
of Capt. Charles Gatliffe. went in pur- 
suit of some Indians who had recently 
inunlereil Kdwanl lloiine a brother (if 
Daniels at (Jrassy Lick. lUiurhon 
county. They cha<ed them to the 
mouth of Cabin Creek but there the 
Indians crossed and escaped Into Ohio. 
The party therefore gave tin the cha:^e 
and returned to their homes by way 
of .Maysliek. 

In 178:' a party caiiie down the Ohio 
lo Crooked Creek Where they entered 
Kentucky for the purpose of locating 
lands. They explored the Beat and 
South forks of Cabin Creek, thence 
down and along the Buffalo Trail to 
the river and out to the North Fork 
of the Licking. 

They made some locations \>n the 
l::aat Fork of Cabin Creek, and one of 
the party. George Mefford, cut the ini- 
tials of his name on a large hom > 
locust tree there. 

The niassacre of the Creathoiise 
party at the mottth of Cabin Creek hy 
Teiiiiiseh and hIs band was witluiul 
doubt, the last Indian depredation in 
the valley. 

Patrick Henry yas governor of Vir 
ginia in 1776 when what is now called 
Kentucky, became a part of FIncaslle 
county. It was soon afterwards re- 
iiditeii and called Kentucky county. 
Virginia. 

In 1780 Kentucky county was divid- 
ed in Jefferson, Fayette and Lincoln. 

In 1785 Fayette was divided into 
Fayette and Bourbon. 

In 1788 Mason was former of a part 
of Tlourbon. 

In 1792 Kentucky was admitted into 
the Union u a State.

Frankfort, Ky., January 26— If the 
Kentucky house of representatives 
oonoura in the action of the senate all 
the proElbltlott territory of the state 
will soon beoone aa dry aa the pro- 
verbial bone. The aenate today pass- 
ed the Taylor "bone-dry" bill that 
prohibits the shipment of liquor Into 
dry territory for beverage purposes 
and laya a penalty on receiving liq- 
uor In drjr territory and on lollolt- 
ing ordera for the sale of liquor In 
person or through hand bills and pos- 
ters. The vote was 26 to 4. 

Those opposInK passaKe of the bill 
were Senators Hurton of Grant coun- 
ty, Hultaker and Perry ot Louisville, 
and Raybnm ot Lewia oounty. 

Under the preaent law the amount 
that may be 'ahlpped to an Individual 
in dry territory is limited to one gal- 
lon of whiskey and Ave gallons of 
beer in one month and muat be only 
for personal use. 

The Taylor bill that the senate pass- 
ed today Is so drastic in its provisions 
that some ot the aenatora expressed 
their doubt u to Ita constitutionality. 
Some of them said that It could not 
be construed to prevent a man from 
personally brinfilng In liquors for his 
own use. The bill as originally drawn 
did not even permit liquors to be 
brought into dry territory for sacra- 
mental, medicinal or aclentlflc pur- 
poses, but when it was proved that 
this would be In conflict with existlni; 
state and federal laws, the bill was 
amended so as to permit 'Importation 
for these specific uses. 

The preaent members ot the state 
prison commission and the tax com- 
mission were renominated today. 

FORTY ARMED MEXICAKS MAKE 
RAID ON EL PA80) ONE AIER. 
ICAN SOLDIER HURT 

El Paso, Texas, January 26— Forty 

armed Mexicans crossed the Rio 
tirande in the southern part of El 
Paso tonight. Soldiers and policemen 
armed with rifles were rushed to the 
scene. Fifteen minutes later, firing 
was still In progress. Private Linn, 
on outpost duty, has been brought in 
with a bullet wound In his body. 

After firinK several hundred shots 
the Mexicans retreated across the riv- 
er. A company of I'nited States In- 
fantry on guard at the Santa Festn 
International bridge flred at the re- 
treating Mexicans, but it WM not 
known If any was hit. Patrols have 
been sent north and south alon« the 
river in anticipation of an atteinj)! b.% 
Mexicans to rush the guard on the 
theory that the men on duty would br 
attracted by the firing In Bl Paso.
